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No major progress in the bat- 
tle between the Los Angeles 
bureau of power and light and 
opposing forces was reported to- 
day. 

Printed statements from the 
Los* Angeles bureau are em- 
phatic in saying that only the 
Foothill route of the huge pow- 
er line can be used. Leaders in 
the San Gabriel Valley Defense 
League are active in obtaining 
a fund to finance a court suit to 
prevent construction of the line 
here. 

The league charges the bu- 
reau officials as being “arro- 
gant, stubborn and short-sight- 
ed.’ The bureau statement was 
pointed in declaring that a fair 
appraisal has been given to 
every angle in the situation and 
that only the local route can be 
used. 

Upland is more or less neutral 
in the matter at present, al- 
though some local citizens are 
active in support of the suit to 
prevent construction of the line. 
Claremont city council recent- 
ly voted $1500 for the fund, this 
being the first money pledged by 


| any municipality toward the 
fund. 

Upland city officials, however, 
are seriously considering the sit- 
uation and if funds are avail- 
able, this city may join with 
Claremont in legally fighting the 
Los Angeles suit. 

An appeal for action came to- 
day from H. H. Garner, Clare- 
mont, chairman of the Defense 
league, as follows: 

“The people must defend 
themselves. Legal steps are of 
course being taken. Let us 
state the issue clearly. The is- 
sue is purely and solely a mat- 
ter of location of the power line. 
There is no thought of blocking 
ar even hindering it. We have 
offered to assist in obtaining 
an alternate route. It is a ques- 
tion of regional and community 
planning for the future. It is 
a question of locating the pow- 
or even hindering it. We have 
agricultural territory that will 
not be seriously affected by its 
presence and where there is no 
fire hazard rather than over 
residential and future residen- 
tial foothill territory. We must 
fight for the future now.”

La Habra Star: A report from 





the Surgeon-General of the United | 


States on public health indicates 


that the way to happiness, at least | 


as it concerns physical well-being, 
does not lie in going back to the 
simple life. The report shows that 
health conditions among the class- 
es who lived most precariously be- 
fore the depression began, was lit- 
tle changed. However, sickness 
among the classes who had 
abandon the scale of living which 
they enjoyed in 1929, has increas- 
ed. 

The statement should go far to 
explode the myth that the way out 
for a large body of Americans is 
to go back to a simpler form of 
existence. The American stand- 
ard of living, while considered lux- 
urious by some, cannot be aban- 
doned lightly. It has existed for 
a sufficient period of time to be- 
come necessary to a large body of 
people and deviation from it re- 
sults in poor health. 

Actually, in terms of the coun- 
try as it is, there is no reason to 
abandon any standard of living set 
up. All of the Iand and the nat- 
ural resources of the country are 


here, just as they were before the . 


financial crash. There is no sound 
logical reason why the country 
should go back to a simpler life.

Judges Will Require Traffic 
Law Violators to Dis- 
play Sticker

Closely watched will be the ef- 
fect of this district’s new policy 
on issuing “Traffic Violator” stick- 
ers to persons arrested on charges 
of violating motor laws here. 
Judge Fred H. Jacobs in the jus- 
tice court and Judge D. J. Bur-; 
lingame in the city court will is- 
sue the stickers to violators as an 
option in settling their fines. 

It is expected the judges will 
assess a heavier fine than former- 
ly and suspend payment of the 
money on condition that the ac- 
cused display the sign on the car 
windshield for a stated number of 
days. 

Purpose of the new plan is to 
encourage careful driving among 
motorists and it is expected that 
the windshield sticker will give a 
good lesson to the accused and to 
other motorists. Los Angeles mu- 
nicipal judges have been using the 
sticker plan for some time with 
the result reported to be favor- 
able. 

Plans for use of the stickers 
were announced Tuesday. In the 
meantime Judges Jacobs and Bur- 
lingame have been conferring so 
as to more or less uniformly levy 
‘the penalty. 

The sticker is of white gummed 
paper with the words “Traffic 
Violator’ printed in large type. 
The sticker is to be placed on the 
windshield by a member of the 
Upland police department. It is 
also to be removed by a local 
policemin in accordance with 
terms of the penalty. The accus- 
ed will be required to sign an af- 
fidavit that he will not permit 
anything to be placed on the wind- 
shield so as to obstruct view of 
the sticker.
